'flnetuation in oil shares, remarks that 
there U » frn»' want of confidence iu ro- 
gtrd to oil matters and oil stocks, and 
ther« «re very many who express the be- 
lief that tho business has " had its day, 
or, to use a vulgarism, is " played out." 
'' Wo seo no reason, says tho News, for 
thew impressions; or rather, none for ab- 
solute discouragement. It is quite tn 
that wo shall never -witness a repetition of 
the "furore" which characterized our city 
in Urli' connection twelve months back ; 


-•bat then we must'remember that tho cou- 


4»tion of things theu existing was unnatu- 


- ril,'*n<I altogether tho result of an insane 
.excitement .on the subject, which had its 
origin from tho extraordinary success Unit 
• few individuals had met with iu making 
money out ot oil lauds, the said iudividu 
«L) having conducted themselves after 
wards like so many fools. 


If wo take the stock list and analyze i 


BO far as oil shires aro-couecrucd, it \vil 
bo found that after nil they tiro bringing 
nerhaps quite as much as they cost origin 
ally Take for instance n company with r 
nominal capital of five hundred thousam 
dollars, and a hundred tho.isaud shares o 
-stock to represent it. Tho stock, or n poi 
tion of it, was subscribed for perhaps a 
two dollars a share, but the land on wlncl 
it was based did not iu all probability cob 
more than fifty thousand dollars. Tho, r« 
tual par value of the stock then was flfi 
cents per share instead of five tliillurs, it 
nominally stated.

Now it occurs to us that tlio best thin 


that those who are officers anil btocldiolik-i 
of oil companies can do is to look the 
ieot fairly and squarely iu the face, and as 
tncmselves why they arc hugging a nhan 
-.torn in their embrace, livery oil i-ompan 
in existence that has lands in fee iu tho o 
district if its affairs are properly coiulit, 
ted, con within a reasonable time make 
dividend on its stock at a fait-ami li;;iti- 
mato valuation, and those that arc Imsi'il 
•on lauds out of the known oil disti iut \\ ill 
necessarily go down, as .they should 
If 


every corporation iu thoeity fh.it lrr;K.-.ieJ 
one thousand shares of slock \\onld at uacc

portant interests of our State. 


Wo hope as soon as the. wcatho1' gets 


cooler, when men can think about busi- 
ness with Borne degree of deliberation, to 
see such ft movement as we have .suggest- 
ed inaugurated. It is very true that iu tho 
present inflated condition of Iho country, 
ft share of stock of any kind ought to lie 
counted for moro than it would with a 
gold basis as a circulating medium, but 
that docs not alter tho practical or positive 
value of an article ; besides which, the in- 
flation of oil stocks—leferriug to their 
nominal value— is a.s far abovo tlio inlla- 
tiou of other stocks as tho heavens are 
abovo tho earth.
